9 Says Test Cost,” 
Basis of Sales, Exceeded. 
Actual Payments. 


TRY TO PROVE EXTORTION

Lawyers Trail Evasive Revenues 
from By-Products at the 
Packers” Plants. 


Long awaited testimony regarding high 
prices the béef trust is accused of extorting 
from the public in 1907-10 was brought out 
yesterday by James M. Sheean of govern- 
ment counsel in examining Fred G. Fieming, 
consignment clerk of National vane com- 
pany. 

Figures of the beef test cost in March, 
1909. were entered in evidence. They showed 
the total amount paid for three separate 
lots of live cattle was less than the total 
amount of test cost on these lots. The 
“test cost formed the basis of the alleged 
“request price,“ which accompanied ship- 
ments to various branch houses, and which, 
the government says, branch house man- 
agers were instructed to secure for ship- 
ments. 

Government in New Angle. 

This revenue came solely from sale of 
dressed beef. It is usually a fact that the 
sale of dressed beef shows a considerable 
loss, it is said, and this must be made up 


through utilization of hides, fat, hoofs, and 


horns, and other by-products. A packer, 
witness testified early in the session that 
$12 or 814 per head was a fair average for 
by-products. The government asserts ac- 
cordingly that in this particular month it 
has started proof of excessive prices for 
beef itself. 

Packers’ counsel, cross examining Flem- 
ing, started to bring out that the test cost 
was not actually secured by the branch 
house managers, but the government is 
progressing in its proof that a decided at- 
tempt to get it was.made, and that failing 
that the managers did the best they could. 


Makes No Allowance for Hides. 
Attention was called to the fact, too, that 
in March, 1908, the packers were making no 
allowance for hides—forming a considerable 
source of revenue—in figuring test cost.“ 
This allowance was resumied in the follow- 
ing month.
